THE BAILROAD COMPANY LOSE 


Delay and Neglect Cause the South 


em Pacific to Forfeit Lauds 


Granted by Congress. 


Los ANGELEB, May 18.—Judge Rose o 


the United Stated circuit court handi 
down twoimportautopiniona today con 
earning the right of the Southern Pacifi 
Railroad Company to lande under its 
grant. The decision in each case 
agaiuet the railroad. 


In tbe case of tbe railroad company 


vs. Otto Groeck et al. Judge Boas sus- 
tains the pleaijnter&QBedby the respond 
ent8totheamendedb.il. The origina 
bill allowed upon its face such laches on 
the pnrt of the complainaatas preclude) 
it from tbe recovery sought, and the de 
murrer to it was sustained by the court. 
The bill was amended and as now pre- 
sented it shows that, notwithstanding 
the grant under which the company 
claims the piece of land in controversy 
was made by coucreaB in 1806, ami that 
the company, inside of the next six 
months, located the general route of the 
road it was thus authorized to build, and 
filed a map with tho secretary of the in- 
terior which was at once transmitted to 
the commissioner of the general land 
otlice, yet the company did not get 
toward definitely locating that portion 
of ita road opposite the land iu contro- 
versy, prior to the year 1888, and never 
attempted to select the land in contro- 
versy until December 31,1891, for which 
long delay the bill us amended affords 
no eicueo. 


The disputed piece of land, which is 


within the indemnity limits of the grant, 
is opposite to that section of the com- 
plainant's road extending from Huron 
westerly to Alcalde. That portion of 
the road was not constructed until 1888 
and the company did not file a patent in 
the general land oflice showing the defi- 
nite location of that portion of its road 
until April 2, 1892, years after Otto 
Oroeck went upon the land, claiming 
the right of settlement, and had been 
allowed by tiie olticers of the land de- 
partment to enter and ,iay for it, and 
but little more than one year before the 
government issued to him its paUnt 
therefor. 


The fact that tho company actually 


constructed its road before filing with 
the commissioner of the general land 
otlice a map showing its definite1 location 
would eeeiu to indicate quite clearly 
that the map of tho general route filed 
in 1807 was regarded as the map of defi- 
nite location. It was the business of 
the company to fix definitely the loca- 
tion of Its road, and to indicate that line 
by u map filed in the general land 
oillce. The delay and neglect in that 
regard was purely its own fault. 


An order was entered sustaining tbe 


plea, with leave to the complainant to 
reply to the plea and t&k-n Uouao wituin 
twenty days from date. 
The other case was that brought by 


the railroad company against Auiericus 
H. Smith and M. L. Wolff to settle the 
title to certain tracts of land. 
This land was patent-id to Smith 


under th'e pre-emption laws of 
the 


United States and by him afterward 
conveyed to Wolff. The railroad com- 
pany claimed to ho entitled to it by 
virtue of a congressional grant ana 
brought this suit to obtain ft decree that 
tho title conveyed by the patent is hold 
in trust lor it, to compel the conveyance 
thereof to the complainant and to en-,, 
join the defendants from asserting any 
title to the lands. 
The grant under which the company 


claims is the act incorporating the 
Texas Pacific Kailroad Company, dated 
March 3, 1871, and authorising the 
company to construct a Hue ol railroad 
from a point at or near the Tohechapi 
Pflsa, by way of Los Angeles to the 
Texas Pacific Railroad at or near the 
Colorado river; with tho same rights, 
grants and privileges, and subject to the 
same limitations, restrictions and con- 
ilitiona aa wera granted by the preced- 
ing act of July 27, 185(1, which granted 
to the railroad company lands to aid in 
the construction of the railroad from 
Missouri and Arkansas to the Pacific 
coast. 
It was a grant of every alternate sec- 


tion of public land, not mineral, desig- 
nated by odd numbers, to the amount 
of ten alternate sections per mile on 
each aide of the road the company was 
authorized to build. 


The fatal Haw of the company's claim 


lies in the fact that indemnity lands on 
one side of the road cannot be selected 
to makfs good loa&es sustained by the 
company on the other side. For tbii 
reason the bill is dismissed at the cost 
of the complainant.
